Before using, rinse all utensils 


with scalding water. 


When not in use, store all utens'ls 


in a well ventilated place with plen-

Never keep milk utensils cover so 


that air cannot 
circulate 
through/ 


and around them. 


Keen the cream In a cool, well 


ventilated place 
A tank containing 


cold running water will serve the 
purpose 


Wait until freshly skimmed roift 


has been properly 
cooled 
before 


adtlins it to previous skimmings. 


The separator should be washed 


each time It is used. 


If possible, do not allow cows to 


eat such feeds as wild onions, rag- 
weed, beet tops, 
or rape 
within 


three hours of milking time. 


Market the cream at least three 


times a week in the summer and 
urce i week in winter. 


Do not allow a week in winter. 
Po not allo* the cream to freeze. 
Cover the cream can with a wet 


piece of gunny sack while it is en- 
route to the cream station In the 
summer time.

PROTECTION WEEK 


Late Season Makes Farmer 


Champ the Bit. 


Montlcello, April 22.—A late tea- 


son always makes the farmer champ 
the bit, says Farm Adviser

work on the farm over a month, and 
the farmer grows Impatient 
The 


Farm Bureau calls attention to many 
rather Important sides of farming 
which often are neglected when the 
field work Is delayed. 


Does It pay to slap In our crops 


(even If a month late}? Should oats 
be mudded Into the ground, or plan 
Ing delayed until the soil is ready? 
Nature usually makes a crop. High 
class farming methods demand that 
;he ground be properly prepared and 
well drained before the crop is plant- 
ed. It Is cenerally conceded amongst 
the best farmers that taking a day 
or two longer to permit a field to 
become thoroughly dry so that oats 
may be placed In the ground In first 
class condition pays. 


PLOW TOO WET. 


It is often the case when spring 


work Is delayed that plowing Is done 
when the ground is too wet 
and 


when everyone is In a hurry to neg- 
lect proper harrowing of the newly 
turned over solL 
Clods In spring 


plowed ground are the rule rather 
than the exception. Perhaps the ro- 
tary cultivators which are attache* 
Immediately behind the plow should 
be more generally used.

Job of plowing Includes turning un 
der all trash, and proper harrowing 
of the newly turned soil to break 
up lumps and clods. 


Good farming has as its first prln 


ciple to prepare a good

before planting the crop. This holds 
good in dry or wet weather, on clear 
or weedy farms, Kigali the weed! 
possible before the crop is planted 
Get a clean, well packed seed bed 
Disking Is easier than 
cultivating

the ground Is thoroughly prepared 
before planting, rather than try t- 
dt> the Job after the crop Is In th 
ground.

If you have neglected to get a new 


cockerel, then order a setting or 
two of high grade eggs now, and 
raise your own cockerels for new 
blood next year. Many wish for pure 
breds, but the expense seems heavy 
. But a fine start can be made at 
extremely little cost In this way. 


Perhaps in no other farm crop Is 


there as little excuse for planting 
poor seed as In corn. It talces only 
about a peck to the acre, and the 
best of seed can be planted with lit- 
tle expense. 
When one can secure

Macaroni and spaghetti have many 


possibilities for delicious main dishes. 
Careful 
seasoning 
always 
makes 


any dish, but macaroni or spaghetti 
demand th» most particular 
atten- 


tion In this respect. 


Although both 
macaroni and spa-" 


ghettl 
are 
usually 
cooked before 


combining with seasonings this first 
cooking is 
on* of great considera- 


tion. The macaroni 
and spaghetti 


should not be overcooked. Drop It 
into boiling salted 
water and boll

reception, ccmverts the electrical en- 
ergy sent through the air Into sound 
energy, after the Incoming oscilla- 
tions have been rectified by a detec- 
tor. 


The resistance of the phones should 


not be less than 2,000 ohms, i Three 
thousand ohm receivers are better, 
of course, but they are more expen- 
sive. 


CONSTRUCTION. 


This resistance depends upon the 


number of turns of wire on the pole 
pieces. As seen by the accompany- 
ing sketch, there Is a "C" shaped 
•oft 
iron magnet upon which are 


placed 
two 
small forms Insulated 


from it. 


The magnet Is of soft Iron because 


It Is so easily magnetized. 


Upward of 10,000 turns of extreme- 


ly fine wire, as fine as hair, arc 
wound in coils on the small forms. 


In addition to the permanent Iron 
magnet and the two cojls is a very 
thin Iron or mica diaphragm which 
fits on top of the colls and is held In 
place by the permanent magnetism 
of the soft iron magnet. 


After the Incoming signals have 


been rectified by the detector they 
pass Jnto the windings of the phane 
and there create a magnetic field 
which Increases the field of the per- 
manent magnet. The magnetism thus 
created depends upon the quality 
and number of turifs of wire In the 
coils. 


While wireless telephones are usu- 


allv rated in terms of their total re-

ance that determines the sensitive- 
ness obtained. 


There Is no direct electrical con- 


nection between the diaphragm and 
the rest of the telephone. But the 
additional magnetism created by the 
Incoming signal increases the pull 
on the diaphragm and makes it vi- 
brate. 


These signals are Intermittent. As 


the current stops or reverses its di- 
rection the pull on the diaphragm IB 
lessened. As the action Is repeated 
ever so rapidly, the vibrations of the 
diaphragm 
are 
strong 
enough to 


cause sounds by their attraction and 
release from the coils. 


A composition rubber cap with * 


small hole in the center Is screwed 
over the tap of tha diaphragm to 
hold it in place when the magnet- 
ism is lessened and makes the phone 
fit easily over the ear.

Pick Clothing with Care 


to Podge Season's Ills 


- BY DR. R. H. BISHOP. 


Careless dressing offers an open 


avenue through which the diseases of 
this 
season—colds, 
influenza 
and 


pneumonia—may attack you. 


Use care in picking your clothing 


this spring! 


Overclothing yourself renders the 


skin oversensitive, so that when it 
is subjected to sudden exposure it Is 
•unable to stand it and you "catch 
cold." 


The popular theory is that cloth- 


ing bestows heat to the body by 
keeping the cold out. 


The fact is that the clothing is a 


sort of safety valve which regulates 
the amount of heat allowed to escape 
from the body. 


Naturally, also, the clothes do de- 


fend the body to a certain 
extent 


against the external 
influences of 


wind and weather. 


KEEPS HEAT INSIDE. 


Clothing, no matter of what ma- 


terial, possesses the power of retain- 
ing a layer of air kept warm by our 
bodies. This layer of air varies ac- 
cording to the fineness and closeness 


of the weave of material used. 


Thick garments are warmer than 


thin garments of the same material 
merely because they retain In their 
meshes a greater quantity, of heated 
air. 


Loose clothing is warmer than tight 


clothing, so also widi 
shoes 
and 


gloves. Wlth'loose clothing, shoes or 
gloves there is a larger layer of heat- 
ed air between the skin and the ma- 
terial. The circulation of the blood 
is freer, too. 


PERMIT PERSPIRATION. 


The material of the clothing should" 


be such as to allow free persfiratlon 
from the skin. We sweat In "winter 
as well as summer, but the sweat Is 
In the form of vapor and is Invisible. 


To help make the body strong only 


the minimum amount 
of 
clothing 


that will secure warmth should be 
worn. 
"Woolens protect most, but 


they require the least exercise of the 
temperature-regulating 
apparatus of 


the body. 


The wcol becomes saturated with 


the perspiration, which it holds, to 
the disadvantage of the skin. There- 
fore woolen clothing should be con- 
fined to outer garments, as over- 
coats, designed especially for colder 
weather. 


Fur coats make the skin oversensi- 


tive.
